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GHI Board Establishes Regulations 
For Dealing With Rehab Problems

In addition to resolving the 
question of whether the new 
townhouses would be included 
in the city bond issue, the 
GHI Board of Directors ap¬ 
proved most of the other items 
placed on the agenda by the 
general manager at the board 
meeting on October 7. 

Upon the recommendation of 
management the Board voted to 
include certain plumbing work in 
the rehabilitation program, set up 
a procedure for dealing with 
members who refuse to cooperate 
with rehab work, give manage ¬ 
ment the authority to correct 
electrical violations and bill a 
member when the member fails 
to repair the problem, and im¬ 
posed a moratorium on loans from 
the land sale reserve fund. One 
matter dealing with service side 
additions was tabled. 

Plumbing Work 

General Manager Kenneth Kop- 
stein recommended that approxi¬ 
mately $442,000 in plumbing work 
be added to the rehabilitation 
program. A later amendment by 
board member John Lewis added 
individual metering to the plumb¬ 
ing work and the entire package 
was approved by the Board. 

Kopstein told the Board that if 
the work is not included in the 
rehabilitation package now there 
may be a problem in obtaining 
financing later on to make the re¬ 
pairs. He indicated that the cold 
water lines were in very poor 
condition and could become a ma ¬ 
jor problem at any time. In re¬ 
sponse to an inquiry from board 
vice-president Joe Jenkins, Kop¬ 
stein said that the revenue bonds 
were sufficient to cover the addi¬ 
tional plumbing work. 

Board member Wayne Williams 


expressed concern about, making 
additions and deletions from the 
rehabilitation program without 
membership input. Kopstein how¬ 
ever said that he had been ad¬ 
vised by GHI’s attorney, Albert 
Ginsburg. that the board has dis¬ 
cretionary authority to make 
changes in the rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram without consulting the 
membership provided that it does 
not overcommit funds or substan¬ 
tially alter the program. 

Member Charles Schwan ques¬ 
tioned whether individual meter¬ 
ing would really bring any cost 
savings. Installing individual me¬ 
ters on 1000 frame homes at a 
cost of $140 a unit added another 
$140,000 to the plumbing package. 
Nevertheless, the board approved 
the Lewis meter amendment over 
the sole dissenting vote of Wil¬ 
liams. The amended motion pass¬ 
ed unanimously. 

Cooperation Lacking 

Management also sought and 
obtained board approval for use 
of certain procedures to deal with 
members who refuse to cooperate 
in preparing their homes for re¬ 
habilitation and in allowing ac¬ 
cess to contractors. Kopstein in¬ 
dicated that some members have 
refused to clear attics and other 
spaces where work must be per¬ 
formed and in some instances 
have refused access to their 
homes at certain times. Kopstein 
said that presently about -i mem 
bers have refused to cooperate 
and all have serious electrical vi¬ 
olations v/hich need to be correct¬ 
ed. Others have found it incon¬ 
venient to clean out attic spaces 
or have opposed specific items of 
work. Some members have in¬ 
sisted that the work be done when 
they can be home in order to ob¬ 
serve it and others do not want 
contractors coming in because of 


pets. Kopstein indicated that 
such delays mean additional ex¬ 
pense. 

Kopstein told the board that 
members were getting about a 
one month notice that work was 
to be done. However this was 
disputed by board member Mar¬ 
garet Hogensen who said that 
she personally had only two days 
notice. Kopstein said that if 
members are unable to move it¬ 
ems, the GHI staff will provide 
moving help at the rate of $15 
per hour. 

Management's proposal for 
dealing with the problem was 
outlined by Patrick Clancy an at¬ 
torney with Krooth & Altman 
the law firm asked by manage¬ 
ment to work out a solution. 

Clancy explained that members 
will receive a letter about one 
month in advance notifying them 
of the work to be done and ex¬ 
plaining that access will be need¬ 
ed to the member's home. The 
member will be asked to sign and 
return an acknowledgement of 
the letter giving permission to 
enter the home. Members who 
fail to return the permission slip 
will receive a follow up phone 
call. Those who still refuse to co¬ 
operate will receive a second let¬ 
ter reminding them of the cor¬ 
poration’s obligations and indica 
ting that further action may be 
taken if they fail to cooperate. As 
a last resort, an uncooperative 
member could be named in an in¬ 
junction filed in Prince George’s 
County Circuit Court. Defiance 
of the injunction would trigger 
enforcement by the county sher¬ 
iff. 

Clancy said that a single in¬ 
junctive action could be used to 
cover all uncooperative members

City Council Again Delays Decision On 
Smith-Ewing Rezoning; OK’s Bond Issue

On Monday evening, Octo¬ 
ber 6, the Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil turned its attention toward 
Greenbelt East. However, the 
reconsideration of the city’s 
position on the rezoning of 
Smith-Ewing property was 
again postponed. 

During the consideration for the 
rezoning of 23V-i acres of Smith- 
Ewing land near Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt High School from R-55 (single 
family) to R-T (townhouse), Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Castaldi moved to 
support the rezoning subject to 
the concessions made by the ap¬ 
plicant’s attorney, George Brug- 
ger. The most important conces¬ 
sion, explained Robert Zugby who 
represented the combined Green- 
briar boards, would restrict de¬ 
velopment to *'8 units per gross 
acre” instead of ”12 units per 
acre” as permitted in the zoning 
ordinance. Other concessions — 
strict storm water controls, varia¬ 
tion in set-backs, and site and 


landscape plan approval by the 
Park and Planning Commission 
with the involvement of Green¬ 
belt — are already required, noted 
Zugby. In response to his con¬ 
cerns, council assured Zugby that 
the city would also involve Green- 
briar in site and landscape plan 
approval. 

However, Councilman Thomas 
White urged that council not ex¬ 
press an opinion until after the 
hearing examiner renders his de¬ 
cision on the case. (The Zoning 
Hearing Examiner’s Office has in¬ 
formed the News Review that a 
decision probably will not be made 
for another month.) Retaining his 
previous position in opposition to 
the rezoning, White felt that if 
the zoning application failed there 
would be no development of the 
tract. He was concerned about 
the imbalance of single-family 
housing in Greenbelt and what he 
termed the “application of a bro¬ 
ker” because as vet no develop¬ 
ment is planned for the tract. Suc¬ 
cessful rezoning, he speculated, 
would result in someone’s econom¬ 


ic gain. He felt the covenant re¬ 
stricting development to “S units 
per gross acre” was less signifi¬ 
cant than it sounded because it 
would apply before land used for 
public utilities was deleted, where¬ 
as the current ”12 units per acre’* 
is calculated after public facilities 
are discounted. 

Although disagreeing with 
White ”on the merits of R-T and 
R-55,” Councilman Schwan moved 
to defer Castaldi’s motion until af¬ 
ter the Zoning Hearing Examiner 
reports. He acknowledged that a 
strong decision in favor of single 
family development could affect 
council’s decision. The motion to 
defer passed over Castaldi’s la¬ 
ment “I can’t believe we're going 
through this again.” 

Council also provided for high¬ 
way improvements needed for the 
Greenway Shopping Center. First 
council authorized the negotiated 
sale of $2 million of City of Green¬ 
belt Public Improvement Bonds of 
1980 to Alex Brown & Sons. City

SUBSTATION ON HISTORIC SITE

A new electrical substation for Greenbelt, first proposed by 
PEPCO in 1976, is nearer to reality. Both the city and county 
governments have approved the design and location of the 
structure, which will be located in the Golden Triangle on 
Greenbelt Rd. near the Beltway. PEPCO, which now has 
equipment on order, plans to start construction in early 1981, 
with completion scheduled for late 1982. The new substation 
is to be designated by PEPCO as the “Greenbelt Toaping Castle 
Substation,” in commemoration of an historic residence which 
once stood near the site. 


When completed, the new 
Greenbelt Toaping Castle Substa¬ 
tion will look like an attractive 
brick building with shingled man¬ 
sard roof. In fact, the four outer 
walls will surround and conceal 
a large open transformer area 
over which there will be no roof. 
The structure is to be 20 feet 
high, with a width of 118 feet 
along Greenbelt Rd., and a depth 
of 62 feet. There will be appro¬ 
priate landscaping. 

The new substation will be a 
major point of electrical distribu¬ 
tion for the city. It will replace 
the old substation in the woods 
near Crescent and Greenhill Rds., 
and it will add capacity needed 
for newer heavy electrical users 
in the area. 

The substation originally was 
to have been completed in 1979. 
The delay resulted in part when 
highway planners began trying to 
design better ways to get traffic 
onto and off the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway at the Beltway 
and at Greenbelt and Southway 
Rds. The location now approved 
for the substation leaves space 
for a possible highway inter¬ 
change loop to circle the struc¬ 
ture. 

Toaping Castle, which was lo¬ 
cated near the area of Greenbelt 
Rd. and the Beltway, was a large 
oak-log home built in the early 
1750’s by the Isaac Walker fam¬ 
ily. They named it in memory of 
their beloved stronghold of the 
same name in their homeland, 
Scotland. 

The three brothers — Isaac, 
Charles, and Nathan Walker— 
were forced to flee from Scotland 
and obtain temporary secrecy and 
security in France when George I 
was crowned King of England 
and Scotland. They later came to 
America to settle and start a new 
life. They built their new Toap-

ing Castle in America, and when 
they considered it safe to ac - 
knowledge identity, obtained a 
patent for the land on which it 
stood. Isaac remained at this res¬ 
idence in Maryland and raised a 
family, whereas his brothers 
moved to Kentucky and then to 
Mississippi. 

Isaac Walker's Toaping Castle 
was subsequently the birthplace of 
a number of heroic individuals, 
including Captain Samuel Ham¬ 
ilton Walker, celebrated member 
of the Texas Rangers, and 
Charles T. Walker, who in 1844 
constructed the original home of 
Washington’s present McKendree 
United Methodist Church.

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Council Hears PRAB, 
Citizen Complaints

Removal of street lights and 
lack of police patrolling in the 
Center were complaints in a peti¬ 
tion before the City Council Mon¬ 
day night. “Street lights are being 
removed in the name of saving 
money' 1 said petitioner Irene 
Hensel, “at the expense of public 
safety.” 

In response, City Manager 
James Giese said that the lights 
were eliminated because of close 
spacing and because the new 
lights are twice as bright as the 
ones they replace. He added that 
few complaints of this type have 
been voiced and that the majority 
of complaints have been about the 
lights shining into people’s win¬ 
dows. All valid lighting complaints 
are being referred to PEPCO for 
correction. 

In her petition, Hensel also men¬ 
tioned that police patrolling the 
Center would be a deterrent 
against ball playing and bicycle 
riding there. Hensel’s concern 
was for the health and safety of 
senior citizens, she said. 

Acknowledging the bike prob¬ 
lem, Councilman Richard Pilski 
said that this problem is difficult 
to enforce as the courts are filled 
with more serious juvenile crimes. 

As a possible solution, Council¬ 
man Thomas White suggested the 
possibility of adopting the Mu¬ 
nicipal Infraction to this type of 
breachment. This ordinance would 
enable an officer to write a ticket 
for the offense without the offend¬ 
er having to go to court. This 
would be similar to the system 
used for parking tickets. 

PRAB Report 

In a separate move the council 
accepted the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board Report 9-80 that 
concerns the athletic fields at the 
end of Northway Road. The re¬ 
port will be placed on the agenda 
for action at the next council 
meeting. 

PRAB, though pleased with the 
layout and development of the 
fields, made three recommenda¬ 
tions for improving the overall 
quality and utilization of the site: 
1. That an official name be adopt¬ 
ed for the park. 2. That temporary 
repairs be made immediately to 
Northway Road between Ridge 
Road and the athletic fields and 
that more extensive improvements 
be planned. 3. That litter and de¬ 
bris along the roadway and adja¬ 
cent to the fields be removed, 

Giese responded that the last 
two items had already been taken 
care of. Gravel had been used to 
fill and smooth the road surface 
a week ago. On Saturday city 
crews removed the litter and de¬ 
bris, Giese was concerned, though, 
to note that new litter had ap¬ 
peared by Sunday afternoon. 

The council settled on Saturday, 
October 18 as the date for the 
Greenbelt Lake Park Tour. The 
tour is for the city council, city 
manager and staff.

Manager James Giese explained 
that Alex Brown & Sons will be 
compensated through the sale of 
the bonds. On one hand, the com¬ 
pany may earn 21/2 to 3if 
the bonds sell at their present 
price, and on the other hand the 
company will accept the risk if 
the bonds cannot be sold. Expen¬ 
ses for the city are legal fees of 
about ¥>%. Alex Brown has priced 
the 20-year bonds with fifteen dif¬ 
ferent interest rates ranging from 
13 to 8 C A with an average rate of 
9.45 r ;. 

Frank Wright, from the law 
firm of Piper & Marbury, present¬ 
ed council with a good faith check 
of $40,000. The balance will be 
paid the end of October.

in order to avoid a costly series 
of legal motions. Clancy indi¬ 
cated that the suit for injunctive 
relief could also include a request 
for reimbursement for costs in¬ 
curred by the corporation as a 
result of the member’s refusal to 
cooperate. These costs may in¬ 
clude delays in the work sched¬ 
ule and legal costs. This proced¬ 
ure was approved by the board 
with Margaret Hogensen abstain¬ 
ing. 

Electrical Violations 
The board also approved man¬ 
agement’s request for authority 
to contract for correction of elec¬ 
trical violations and to bill the 
cost to the member. After noti¬ 
fication of an electrical hazard, a 
member would have a reasonable 
time period (approximately 10 
days) to make repairs before 
management would take action. 
Management indicated that a 
number of serious electrical vio¬ 
lations have been discovered dur¬ 
ing rehab electrical testing. 

Land Sale Reserve Fund 
The board approved a motion 
establishing a temporary mora¬ 
torium on loans from the land 
sale reserve fund. Comptroller 
Don McGuinn had requested that 


the board place a temporary mor¬ 
atorium on the fund. McGuinn 
said that he did not want to use 
up the remaining monies left in 
the fund without some specific 
guidance from the board. 

Service Side Additions 

The Board tabled management’s 
request for approval of service 
side additions and referred the 
matter to the A&E Committee for 
further review. Management had 
requested that members be per¬ 
mitted to construct additions on 
the service side which were six- 
feet in depth and no more than 8 
feet in width. Management noted 
that with the conversion to elec¬ 
tric heat, members will be pinch¬ 
ed for space to accommodate hot 
water heaters and many will be 
seeking to build additions. Man¬ 
agement had proposed that such 
requests for additions be reviewed 
by the A&E and E&M commit¬ 
tees prior to issuance of a permit 
from the Staff Engineer. Man¬ 
agement also proposed that the 
board have an architect develop 
three possible designs of service 
side additions. This would in¬ 
sure a good quality design and 
save the members some archi¬ 
tect’s fees. 

Jenkins, however, questioned 
the necessity of hiring an archi¬ 


tect, saying that he would prefer 
to have a member who was an 
architect volunteer to develop 
some plans and save the corpor¬ 
ation the design fees. Jenkins 
also disagreed with the dimen¬ 
sions suggested by Kopstein say¬ 
ing he preferred dimensions of 
four feet deep and 8 feet wide. 

Member Charles Schwan point¬ 
ed out that it may not always be 
safe to build an addition of this 
size on the service side and sug¬ 
gested that the dimensions should 
be maximum limits with man¬ 
agement reserving the right to 
disapprove individual proposals 
which might create a hazard. One 
problem with building additions 
on the service side is that utility 
lines are on that side and in the

past members have not been per¬ 
mitted to build an addition over a 
utility line. 

President Don Volk said he 
thought it was essential to de¬ 
velop three or more comprehen¬ 
sive designs. Volk felt it would 
be difficult to find a member ar¬ 
chitect who could volunteer this 
much time. If it could not be 
done by a member Volk favored 
hiring an architect. Volk also 
said that a design review com¬ 
mittee should be established to 
process requests for additions 
rather than submitting proposals 
to the A&E and E&M committees. 
Volk said there was a need for 
quick review and for the estab¬ 
lishment of a permanent commit¬ 
tee.
